Opportunities for work in family enterprises are reduced by the 
growing concentration of business and the diminution in the number of 
successful small businesses. The restrictive rules of trade unions and pro¬ 
fessional associations have lifted minimum ages and limited the openings 
for apprentices and beginners with increasing severity during the depres¬ 
sion.” 

A Federal Duty . 

In the light of this situation, the- Commission’s conclusions are interest¬ 
ing. They suggest it'is the duty of the federal government to provide pub¬ 
lic work which “should be planned with special regard to its educational 
quality” for these young people; that “vocational guidance should be part 
of the plan” and “should be based on sound studies of the outlook for 
employment in the various occupations.” 

Stating that the cost need not be more than $400 per . year for each 
young worker, the Commission points out that from that amount there will 
be various deductible assets. “The contributions of these young people to 
the aid of their families will undoubtedly lessen the need for public assist¬ 
ance. The work on which they are placed should be designed to provide 
constructive work experience in such a manner that the work done is a true 
service to the community. Work which meets these standards will cer¬ 
tainly add to the wealth of the nation.” 

The application of some such program as, at least a partial solution 
of the problem in this country, is certainly worth pondering.

other noise-maker, according to a 
survey by the Hotel Association of j 
New York City. Steam whistles 
cause the least.

Paris.—The Prench minister of the 
navy, Cesare Campinchi, said that 
Germany had lost more than half the 
submarines she had when the war 
began. He announced that the U- 
bodt menace to Allied shipping had 
ben Deduced effectively as a result of 
these losses. In addition he con¬ 
firmed British reports that an anti¬ 
dote has been found for the menace 
of the German magnetic mine. 

Said Campinchi: “The appearance 


London.- An unofficial but highly | 
reliable source said that during the 
Royal Air Force raid on Heligoland 
a cruiser was among the German 
ships on which direct hits were scored. 

A German cruiser which was lying 
close to a flotilla of six or seven de¬ 
stroyers, was one of the vessels hit, 
It was authoritatively revealed. j 

The British planes swept down on i 
the warships from a gap in the ] 
clouds. Two cruisers and a flotilla j 
of destroyers were anchored at the 
base but apparently only one of the 
big ships was hit. 

One of Germany s crack fighting 
planes, a Messerschmidt, which at¬ 
tempted to drive off the British ma¬ 
chines, was shot down. Despite driv¬ 
ing. rain and anti-aircraft fire the 
British bomber returned home safely 
across the North sea. 

In Berlin a German news agency, 
admitting the raid, claimed all the! 
British planes were driven off after 
a fishing boat was sunk. 

An air ministry communique made 
no attempt to assess the damage on 
the German ships beyond emphasing 
that heavy bombs were used and 
that direct hits were scored. 

The Heligoland raid was the first 
British air attack since Nov. 28, 
when Royal Air Force flyers ma- 
chined-gunned Nazi seaplanes at 
their Borkum base in the Frisian 
islands. 

The first bombing attacks of the 
war on German naval bases were at 
Wilhelmshaven and Brunsbuttel at 
the entrance to the Kiel canal, Sept. 
4, when a German pocket battleship 
was damaged. 

A week later a raid was made on 
the Isle of Sylt, site of a big Ger¬ 
man air base off the west coast of 
Schleswig-Holstein and bombs just 
missed hitting the Hindenburg dam. 

On Sept. 29 German warships were 
attacked off Heligoland, and an¬ 
other raid over Heligoland and Wil- 
helmsshaven was announced Nov. 27.

Amsterdam.—A despatch from the 
Berlin correspondent of De Telegraaf, 
influential Netherlands newspaper, 
said Germany’s rationing and con¬ 
trol measures had resulted in the 
closing of scores of Berlin shops. 

Late last week, the correspondent 
said, more than 100 shops, mainly 
candy stores, had closed because of

been made temporarily idle, but since 
it is forbidden to discharge personnel 
they have been given the status of 
war industry workers.

On the university level only a half 
dozen schools remain open — all 
others, including the famous old uni- 
versifies of Heidelberg and Freiberg, 
lying close to the French border, are 
closed.

The Mirror, terming Finland “the i 
spotless little nation whose cleanli¬ 
ness brings out the fact that the city 
of Leningrad stinks like a stock- 
yard,” said “the Russian ballet is on 
again . . . and the dance is 'the after¬ 
noon of a fraud’.”

Canadian Edition Reviews Great 
Britain’s Preparedness 
Ottawa.—A Canadian edition of 
the British film, “The Warning,” 
which reviews Great Britain’s pre¬ 
paredness for war, has been com¬ 
pleted by the national film board, 
Hon. W. D. Euler, chairman of the 
public information committee, an¬ 
nounced. 

The last section of the film is de¬ 
voted to a statement by Hon. Nor¬ 
man Rogers, defence minister, on 
what is being done to mobilize the 
military, naval, air, economic and 
industrial resources of Canada. 


Turkey Thinks Russia May Strike 
At Southeastern Europe 

I London. — Turkish military and 
; economic missions in London con¬ 
ferred at length with government 
j representatives as the belief grew 
j that Russia may strike at southeast¬ 
ern Europe once she has disposed of 
I Finland. 

Diplomatic circles said a Soviet 
[drive against Roumania would be 
disturbing to the Ankara govern¬ 
ment. despite traditional Russo-Tur- 
kish friendship. In these circum¬ 
stances, they said, the Anglo-French- 
Turkish alliance takes on new sig¬ 
nificance. 

It -was recalled Moscow protested 
against alleged incidents* on the 
Soviet - Roumanian frontier last 
month. Similar protests preceded 
the invasion of Finland. 

With operations on the Western 
Front necessarily at a minimum dur¬ 
ing the winter, informed sources con¬ 
sidered a joint Nazi-Soviet push 
through the Balkans a likely pros¬ 
pect. Under these circumstances, 
they said, it was especially import¬ 
ant for the Allies to strengthen Tur-

Synthetic Gasoline 
Washington. — S. B. Redercker, 
United States consul at Frankfort- 
on-Main, advised the commerce de¬ 
partment that Germany is building 
a "gigantic” synthetic gasoline man¬ 
ufacturing plant at Stettin in north¬ 
east Germany. He said the plant 
would have an annual capacity of 
350,000 _ metric tons of gasoline. The 
plant is expected to take two years 
to complete, he added.

Finland is known to have received 
war material from Italy and there 
have been unconfirmed reports that 
Italy might send "volunteers” to help 
in the fight against Russia.

T HE evil habit has grown out 
of the merchant’s willing¬ 
ness to accommodate people in 
a pinch.

Devised To Combat Tanks 

Blitzkrieg without speeding 
tanks is inconceivable. But If Bel¬ 
gium’s new "Chinese Wall" of mov¬ 
able steel gates meets specifications 
and Is incorporated into the defense 
of other armies, the tank will cease 
to speed. 

The tank can smash and surmount 
most stationary walls of masonry. 
It can usually straddle of avoid a 
tank trap. Isolated fields of concrete 
stumps or bteel ties set diagonally 
upright can be detoured. But the 
Belgian gate Is apparently the most 
Ingenious obstacle yet devised. It Is 
mounted on steel rollers like those 
used to level tennis courts, yet it has 
such a broad base that It cannot be 
overturned. It can easily be trans¬ 
ported from place to place by trac¬ 
tor.

It Is believed by the Belgians that 
It will take heavy artillery to batter 
down these gates. Tanks do not carry 
such artillery and could not stop to 
use It If they did. When tanks lose 
speed they have lost the battle.

“We have made an in- 
vesigation of 1,200 stutterers at our 
clinic, and find that about seven per 
cent, of them are lef ^-handed,” says 
Dr. Greene. "This is only slightly 
higher than the percentage of left- 
handed persons In the general popu¬ 
lation. If efforts are made to force 
left-handed person to become 
right-handed this may produce 
nervous shock, and if the child has 
inherited a nervous constitution may 
produce a sufficiently great strain 
to cause it to become completely dis- 
ganized and to stutter. If ifatuffe 
makes a child left-handed it is best 
to let it remain left-handed,” says 
Dr. Greene—New York' Herald Tri¬ 
bune. 


problem of accident prevention in the 
old is not only of present import¬ 
ance; it will become of increasing 
Importance as the years go by for 
time will increase the proportion of 
the older ages. 

The excessive accident mortality of 
d people is relatively greater 
among women than among men. 
This excessive mortality is due, pot 

much from the greater frequency 
of accidents in the old, as from the 
fact that when an accident does 
occur, the result is likely to be more 
serious. The hones of the old are 
more or less brittle; they are easily 
broken; they do not knit as readily 
as in youth. Bums and other in¬ 
juries do not heal so rapidly while 
serious complications such as pneu¬ 
monia are more frequent and fatal 
In the old. Chronic disease, common 
among old persons, Is apt to be ag¬ 
gravated by an accident. 

The commonest types of accident 
in persons of 65 or over are falls on 
floors, on stairs and on the street. 
Relatively few are due to falls from 
high places—from roofs, balconies, 
fire escapes, trees, etc. 

Some 6,000 aged persons are killed 
by automobiles each year. The slow- 
moving 65-year-old has little chance 
in the fast-moving traffic of to-day. 

What can be done in the way of 
prevention of accidents in the aged ? 
Preventive measures are difficult to 
spread amongst the aged. Most of 
us, as we grow older, Ignore, if we 
do not resent advice on how to live. 
We cannot hope satisfactorily to edu¬ 
cate the 65-year-old in self measures 

of prevention. The hope is in the 
children. They will eventually be¬ 
come the old people. Children are 
susceptible of all forms of health 
education. The best place for ?uch 
education is in the primary schools. 
Children will carry their school in¬ 
struction with them to the end of 
their lives. 


Will Nmv Bo Permitted Without 
Necessity Of Individual License 
Export of Canadian honey to the 
United Kingdom will now be permit¬ 
ted without the necessity of having 
an individual license, according to 
official advice received by the Domin¬ 
ion Departemnt of Agriculture. 

When the war began honey was 
one of several products placed 
list of restricted imports by the Bri¬ 
tish authorities, consequently no 
Canadian honey has been shipped 
since the beginning of September, 
1939. 

In normal times nearly 25 per cent, 
of the honey Imported into the 
United Kingdom is Canadian. In 
1938 the total exports from the Do¬ 
minion to the United Kingdom 
amounted to more than 4,500,000 
pounds. Last year honey production 
in Canada reached the record figure 
of 37,000,000 pounds; this year lt is 
estimated the output will he between 
25 and 26 million pounds. 

More than 40 countries supply the 
United Kingdom with honey, but the 
Canadian product in recent years has 
held a primary position on the Bri¬ 
tish market due to Its high quality 
, and flavour.
